The detention of Marshal LI

with the Nanking-South China im- 
passe. 

HONGKONG, March 22.—The 
local headquarters of missions rep- 
resented in South Kiangsj Prov- 
ince, where Communist uprisings 
have occurred, said today they had 
had been unable to get any word 
from that locality.

Parboil the peppers for five min- 
utés in boiling water, drain, cut a 
slice from the top and remove the 
seeds. Stuff the peppers with the 
corn mixture, and spread a thick 
layer of buttered breadcrumbs over 
the top of each. Place close to- 
gether in a baking pan and cover 
the bottom of the pan with hot 
water. Bake 35 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven—3i5 degrees. 


SPICED JELLIED TRIPE

Take two pounds of fresh tripe 
and cut into serving pieces. Place 
the tripe in a bowl of cold water, 
adding a cupful of sugar, a sliced 
onion, a sliced lemon, a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a saltspoonful each of 
white and red pepper, a teaspoon- 
ful of cloves, half a teaspoonfu! of 
peppercorns, half a bay-leaf, half 
a bud of garlic, a saltspoonful each 
of cinnamon and curry powder. 

Let stand in a cool place three 
hours, cover and put on to boil 
gently. Cook until the tripe is 
tender, then pack the tripe in a 
wet mold. 


Boil down the liquor to one-half, 


Add 10 cloves, a 
sliced onion and a sliced lemon to 
the liquid and pour over the tripe. 

When ready to serve, drain the 
tripe and lay on lettuce IlIecaves 
with tartar sauce.

PROPER SITTING POSTURE

| NE of the worst fauits of pos- 
ture most of us have is that 
slumping down in the chair
